The  attached  tables  and  charts  present  data  on  average  size  of 
case  and  average  weekly  grant  per  case  and  per  person  for  the  calendar 
months  of  June,  July,  August,  September  and  October,  .1935,  by  counties. 

Prior  to  October  all  counties  except  Allegheny  and  Philadel- 
phia mere  receiving  commodity  relief,  as  indicated  on  Table  2.  During 
October  the  commodity  order  system  mas  in  process  of  being  replaced  by 
cash  relief.  Consequently  a breakdown  of  average  grants  by  type  would 
be  meaningless,  and  Tabic  2 has  been  omitted  for  October. 

Effective  as  of  the  beginning  of  November,  the  entire  State 
was  on  a cash  relief  basis,  as  will  appear  in  future  tabulations  of  this 
nature .
